First Reports of Galveston Was 
Greatly Underestimated. 



Five Thousand a Conservative 
Estimate of The l ives 



Houston, Tex.. Sept. 12.— Order 
has begun to take the place of chaos 
which has reigned in Galveston 
since Saturday's terrible storm, 
and citizens are recovering from the 
stupefaction of their sudden disas- 
ter. All conservative estimates 
have been shattered by that of 
Mayor Jones, of Galveston, and 
other prominent' men, who ii 
statement to the associated press 
ueclare that three thousand deaths 
will result from the storm. . 

Over 100 lives were lost at other 
points in Texas. Ten millions oi 
dollars, it is said, will cover Gal 
veston's property loss, while half as 
much more is an estimate for the 
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tial law prevails now and 
vandalism is being brought to a 
sudden check. Sickening details 
of the work of ghouls in mutilating 
and robbing the dead have been re- 
ceived and half a hundred of these 
men have paid the penalty of their 
crimes by summary death. 

The water supply is now report 
oi as adequate, and thereby one of 
the worst features of the situation 
i:> elimiuated. for provisions are be- 
ing poured into the stricken city by 
carloads. 

Many deaths are resulting i 
unavoidable neglect and the s 
tary condition, and superhui 
efforts are being made to clear up 
the mass of debris which bids fair 
to breed prcstilence. 

At noon to-day the telegraph 
companies are said to be swamped 
with press and private telegrams. 
Enough business is piled up in the 
offices to keep all wires busy for 
twenty»four hours, and new matter 
is being refused. 

Several tugs should arrive here 
from Galveston to-day, and they 
will add their thousands of words 
of press matter and hundreds of 
private messages to the already 
congested wires. 

Horrible Condition. 
The horror of the Galveston situa- 
tion is growing instead of diminish- 
any are suffering for food, 
and some are being driven to in- 
sanity by their agony. A fearful 
feature of the situation is the rob- 
bery and mutilation of dead bodies 
by ghouls. With these the military 
authorities are dealing summarily. 
Forty-three negroes arrested were 
court inartialed and shot. _ One 
wretch had twenty-three hur 
fingers in his pocket with rings 
each.

Missing Soldiers Report. 

The loss of life amongthe soldiers 
of the regular army stationed at 
the barracks on the beach proves 
to have been largely overestimated. 
The original report was that but 
fifteen out of the total number in 
the barracks on the beach had 
been saved. Last night and to-day 
they turned up singly and in squads, 
and at present there are but twen- 
ty-seven missing. 

One soldier reached the city this 
morning who had 
the (rult of Mexico aud had floated 
nearly fifty miles, going and 
ing, on a door. Another one 
showed t«p today declared that he 
owed his life to a cow. It swam 
with him nearly three miles. Thi 
cow then sank and the soldier swan 
the remainder of the way to thi 
mainland by himself. 

SAFE CRACKED. 



Illinois Depot Robbed By Expert 
Burglars. 



The safe in the Illinois Central 
depot, at the foot of Ninth street, 
was cracked by burglars abou* 2:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning. The 
thieves entered the office by prizing 
up the ticket window with a coal 
pick. Once in they broke off the 
knob of the safe and inserted dyna- 
mite in the hole made and in this 
way blew open the door of the safe. 
The explosion was heard by 
several parties at a distance, but 
did not arouse trainmen who were 
leeping un a car near by. Night 
watchman Mitchell discovered the 
burglary about 3 o'clock, upon re- 
turning from the roundhouse where 
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this estimate is too low. The 
of relief is rapidly proceeding, but 
he;i> t ! ending appeals are still be- 
ing sent out for aid.

S. Diehl, General Manager of 
the Associated Press, Chicago: 

A summary of the conditions pre- 
vailing at GaUe-ton is more than 
human intellectcan master. Briefly 
stated, the damage t » property is 
anywhere between fifteen and 
twenty millions. The loss of life 
can not be computed. No lists 
could be kept, and all is simple 
guess work. Those thrown out to 
sea and buried on the ground 
wherever found will reach the horri- 
ble total of at least 3,000 souls. 

My estimate of the loss on the 
island of the city of Galveston and 
the immediate surrounding dis- 
tricts is between 4,000 and 5,000 
deaths. I do not make this state
